(1  PRESIDENT'S  MESSAGE 

<_J  t’s  vacation  time.  In  fact,  I  just  returned  from  a 
week  in  Kentucky  visiting  relatives.  And,  was  I  ever 
glad  to  get  home!  I’ve  gotten  really  spoiled  by  the 
great  food  we  have  here,  the  diverse  cultures  living 
side  by  side  in  our  City,  and  our  weather.  Plus,  of 
course,  this  great  neighborhood. 

At  the  July  meeting,  Armando  Pulido  reported 
some  disturbing  news.  It  seems  that  someone 
anonymously  complained  to  the  Building  Inspector’s 
Department  claiming  that  too  many  people  lived  at 
several  homes  on  upper  College.  I  have  communi¬ 
cated  with  the  homeowners  and  a  representative 
from  the  Building  Inspector’s  Dept.  The  inspectors 
did  not  find  any  evidence  that  too  many  people  were 
living  at  the  residences  in  question.  But,  as  a  result 
of  this  unwarranted  harassment,  one  of  the  affected 
homeowners  will  have  to  spend  several  hundred 
dollars  (or  more)  retrofitting  his  downstairs  area  to 
bring  it  up  to  current  code. 

Whatever  the  motives  of  the  anonymous  caller,  the 
results  have  been  very  upsetting  to  the  victimized 
homeowners.  Calling  the  police  when  there’s  too 
much  noise  or  suspicious  activity  is  being  a  responsi¬ 
ble  neighbor.  Calling  in  building  inspectors  is  quite 
something  else.  With  the  possible  exception  of  those 
recently  purchased  homes  that  were  repaired  with 
extensive  permits,  there’s  probably  not  a  house  in  this 
neighborhood  that  doesn’t  have  some  little  thing  out 
of  code.  When  you  make  an  unfounded  call  to  some 
City  departments,  it  can  have  disastrous  results. 
Please  think  carefully  before  making  that  call. 

Has  your  mail  service  improved?  Last 
month,  we  got  assurances  from  the 
US  Postal  Service  that  they 
would  put  a  new  permanent 
carrier  in  place  and  that  the 
mail  would  be  delivered  at  \ 
more  reasonable  times.  What’s 
your  experience?  Give  me  a  call 
and  let  me  know.  285-7425. 

And,  finally,  we’d  like  to  solicit  your  ideas  on  top¬ 
ics  for  upcoming  Club  meetings.  Is  there  something 
you’ve  always  wanted  to  know  about  or  think  might 
be  of  interest  to  the  Club?  Is  there  someone  in  the 
City  or  region  you’d  like  to  have  speak  to  us?

As  of  7/31/98:  Balance  at  the  end  of  June  was 
$4,584.31.  We  had  expenditures  for  renovating 
Benton  island  of  $619.67  and  general  island  main¬ 
tenance  of  $122.  We  deposited  $220  in  dues  and 
collected  $690  in  donations  from  Barbara  Phipps, 
Danna  Peterson,  Annette  Hagan  and  Juan  Villata. 
This  brings  our  new  balance  to  $4,752.64.  Thanks 
to  our  dues  paying  members  and  those  who  have 
contributed  donations.

We’ve  taken  on  the  expense  of  professional,  fully 
insured  lawn  maintenance  for  the  islands.  This  will 
cost  $4 75/mo  nth,  or  $2,850  through  the  end  of  the 
year.  This  leaves  us  $1,902.64  to  fund  our  annual 
picnic,  jack-o-lantem  contest,  Santa’s  visit,  winter 
holiday  celebration,  Club  administration  and  print¬ 
ing  expenses  for  the  newsletter  for  1999.  To  main¬ 
tain  this  level  of  Club  activity  in  1999,  we  ll  have  to 
raise  dues  and  Park  Bell  advertising  rates.  The 
Finance  Officer  and  the  Membership  committee 
will  look  at  our  overall  1999  budget  and  determine 
the  rates.  We’ll  keep  you  posted.

I1  Everest  Market  Update 

As  a  result  of  the  SF  Board  of  Supervisors  denying 
approval  of  the  liquor  license  for  the  Everest  Market 
at  4004  Mission  Street,  the  State  Department  of 
Alcohol  Beverage  Control  also  denied  the  license.  It 
is  our  understanding  that  the  store  owner  may 
appeal  this  decision.  Since  he’s  put  up  a  new  sign 
advertising  liquor  among  other  things,  we  can  only 
assume  he  is  appealing  the  ruling.  The  Club  will 
continue  to  actively  oppose  this  license  as  long 
as  the  store  sells  reconditioned  elec¬ 
tronics  and  pagers.  We  have  requested 
that  the  ABC  keep  us  apprised  of  all 
developments.  We’ll  let  you  know 
when  we  know.
